GET THE WILD OATS NOW 


W. Lobay, Supervisor of Agricultur- 
al Service Boards for the Alberta De- 
partment of Agriculture, who has just 
returned from the north-eastern part 
of the province, reports that many 
early seeded wheat fields in that sec- 
tion are polluted with wild oats 

Mr. Lobay suggests that farmers 
with early sown fields heavily infest- 
ed with this eed should seriously con- 
sider cultivating or plowing up thre 
erop and re-seeding with an early | 
variety such as Olli or with 
oats sown for greenfeed. There 
still time for Olli barley to mature 
and the practice of re-seeding will be | 
worthwhile. 

Weather conditions this spring have 
been ideal for the germination of wild 
oats but with the arrival of warmer 
weather germination will slow down. 
If the above advice is followed, those 
with grain fields heavily polutted with 
wild oats can expect an encouraging 
reduction in the _— oat population.

One of the greatest enigmas of 
modern physics has just been solved 
by a United Kingdom scientist. Pro 
fessor Blacket of Manchester has des- 
cribed to the Royal Society reseach- 
es Which provide evidence for a new 
law of the universe, This law estab- 
lishes a connection Between the theory 
of electromagnetism and that of gen- 
eral relativity as well as linking 
electricity and magnetism with gravi- 
tation.

This 
law, which it may well be possible to 
test by laboratory experiment, thus 
establishes for the first time a definite 
rélation between gravitation and mag- 
netism. Professor Blackett has reduc- 
ed this cosmic principle to terms of a 
simple equation comprehensible by 
all with scientific and mathematical 
training. This discovery, the jimport- 
ance of which it is impossible to ex- 
aggerate, will start a whole new trend

YOUNG ARMER’S WEEK ° 


The Alberta Department of Agric 
ture has announced a new quart 


Course of one week in practical agri- | 


culture at the Schools of Agriculture 
located at Olds and Vermillion. The 


time set at both Schools is June 16 to 
21. 


The Course is designed for young 
men on farm who may either be work- 
ing at home with their parents or run- 
ning their own farms. There are no 
admittance restrictions other than a 
minimum age limit of seventeen years. 
Classes will consist of talks, demon- 
strations and discussions that will be 
helpful in meeting many of the routine 
problems of farming. There will be 
discussions of soil types and tillage 
methods, crop varieties, weed eradi- 
cation, the farm live stock programme, 
modern farm machinery, the farm 
work-shop, and some basic principles 
of farm management. Inspection trips 
over the demonstration plots, the 
farm, 


will supplement the class work. In 


| the evenings there will be social and | 


recreational activities. 
The only costs are those for travel- 
ling and for living expenses. Com-
